IRST news of the surrender of 
F Italy from a German source 

was given by the German News 
Agency in its European service 
shortly before 8.30 last night, re- 
ports Reuter. 

The Agency said that Germany 
had already taken precautionary 
measures for the*continuation of the 
war until victory by Germany and 
her allies. 

The news was immediately con- 
veyed to Mr. Churchill and Presi- 
dent. Roosevelt at the White House 
in Washington. It was evidently 
the news for which Mr. Churchill 
had been waiting in Washington so 
long. Presumably, he wil now 
extend his stay to discuss -with the 
President the aftermath of Badoglio’s 
capitulation. Mr. Roosevelt was 
working at his desk when news of 
Italy's surrender. was brought to 
him. He said; “It is Eisenhower’s 
storv; let him tell it.” 

Washington was agog last night 
with reports that another ‘‘ big news 
break’’ is imminent. Huge. crowds 
besieged the news stands as special 
editions of the newspapers appeared 
on the streets of the capital. 


CROWDS CHEER 


On New York’s Broadway showers 
of ticker tape descended from the 
windows of skyscrapers upon the 
heads of crowds. Thousands massed 
in Times Square cheered wildly. In 
Italian quarters crowds danced in 
the cafés and pavements, shouting 
** Viva,. ‘ Viva.” 

Observers in New York stated 
that immediate repercussions may 
be expected in the Balkans, where 
Italy has between 10 and 15 divi- 
sions (from 120,000 to 180,000 men) 
on police work. These will have to 
be replaced by Germans, throwing a 
further burden on the Reich’s man- 
power.—(Reuter.)

Release of 
‘Prisoners 


MMEDIATE release of, roughly, 
80,000 British prisoners of war in 
Italian hands will, unquestion- 

ably, be one of the prior conditions 
imposed, says Reuter. 

Recent reports indicate that al- 
together there are about fifty camps 
housing British prisoners. 

Some of the camps are within or 
near the line of the River Po, where 
the Germans have recently been con- 
centrating several divisions. There 
are, roughly, 400,000 Italian prisoners 
of war, 300,000 of whom surrendered 
up to the fall of Tunisia, the others 
.being taken in Sicily. 

General Smuts told Reuter yester- 
day: ‘‘Following the news from 
Russia of the fall of Stalino and 
other important centres, the uncon- 
ditional surrender of Italy comes as 
a new phase in the war, from which 
very important results are sure to 
follow.”’ 

General Smuts said that on the 
position of South African prisoners 
of war nothing could be said at pre- 
sent. ‘‘The position of the Italian 
prisoners we hold is, however, 
straightforward. Because  Italy’s 
surrender was unconditional, their 
status remains unchanged. In other 
words, they remain our prisoners of 
war.’’— (Reuter. )

A special” broadcast from Allied 
Headquarters: after General Eisen- 
hower's announcement stated that 
the Armistice was signed on Septem- 
ber 3, but that it was agreed it 
would come into force at the moment 
most favourable to the Allies.

It was the first news given out by 
the Agency on the surrender of the 
Italian armed forces. 

Nothing was forthcoming in Lon- 
don last night about the future of 
Signor Mussolini, states the Press 
Association, but it, is thought im- 
probable that he would have been 
the subject of any negotiation—at 
any rate, at this stage. Meanwhile 
Mussolini remains technically a 
prisoner of the Italian Government. 


| As soon as the war ends the larger 


questions of war guilt will, of course, 
have to be settled. 

Algiers Radio announced that the 
Italian people were informed of the 
surrender of their Government by 
radio and by leaflets. One clause of 
the armistice binds the Italian 
Government to.the political creed of 
the United Nations. 

There is not likely to be a formal 
proclamation of peace with Italy for 
some time yet. It can be assumed 
that the Mediterranean Commission 
formed by Britain, America and 
Russia, is already .functioning 
actively since Italy’s surrender was 
arranged nearly a week ago. 
Authoritajive quarters are hig 
gratified that events are moving wit 
the full approval of Marshal Stalin. 
This is regarded’ as the best augury 
for future relations between Moscow 
and the Western Allies yet noted.

RESUMABLY, Italy will be 

placed under a United Nations’ 

Military Commission, and it is 
possible that the actual administra- 
tion of the country under that Com- 
mission will be conducted by the 
Italians themselves, states the Press 
Association Diplomatic Correspon- 
dent. 

There is every desire that the 
Commission should be at work as 
uickly as possible; the correspon- 
ent adds. 

Mr. Churchill stated in the House 
of Commons shortly after the fall of 
Mussolini—‘‘ Our armies bring, if 
the Italian people so decide, relief 
from the war, freedom from servi- 
tude, and, after an interval, a 
respectable place in the new and 
rescued Europe. 

The terms of the military armistice 
and the full terms of surrender 
cannot vet be made known. Before 
Italy's dcownfall was _ publicly 
announced yesterday, Mr. Eden, 
Britisn Foreign Secretary, saw Mr. 
Maisky, Russia’s Vice-Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs and former Ambas- 
sador in London. Immediately after- 
wards Mr. Eden saw the Chinese 
Ambassador and other Allied 
Foreign Ministers in London. 


Fleet’s Future 


Allied naval sources, speculating 
on the disposition of the Italian 
Fleet, said the Allies have an excel- 
lent chance of obtaining intact all 
thé remaining units of 
powerful navy. 

It was stated that the Germans 
have no-means in the Mediterranean 
area, apart from air attack, with 
which to seek out and attempt to 
destroy the Italian Fleet to prevent 
its possible use by the Allies. It is 
generally believed in these naval 
quarters that the Italian Navymen 
will not try to scuttle their ships. 
Various units may well turn them- 
selves over to the Allies. 

Italy’s capitulation will have an 
immense infiuence upon the dispos- 
able strength of the British Fleet; 
for it will virtually release Allied 
capital ships for service in other 
waters.

to Italian 
Ships at Sea 


\ MESSAGE to all Italian 
A sailors and seamen was 
broadcast last night by 
Admiral Sir Andrew Cunningham, 
Allied C.-in-C., Mediterranean, It 
stated :— 

‘Sailors of the Italian Navy and 
of the Italian merchant fleet,—Your 
country has ceased hostilities against 
the United Nations; The German 
armed forces are now openly hostile 
to the Italian people, whom they 
have so often betrayed. 

“They intend to seize your ships, 
which are urgently needed. They 
will have to collaborate in the trans- 
port of food supplies to Italy. Your 
warships will have to help in pro- 
tecting these transports against 
German attacks. : 

“Look to it, therefore, that you 
do not scuttle your ships and do not 
allow them to be captured. The 
forces of the United Nations are on 
the watch to receive and to protect 
you. Save your ships by following 
the directions we are. givin you in 
the name of the United Nations. 

‘“‘ Ships in the Mediterranean—Sail 
to a place safe from interference by 
the German armed forces. Sail, if 
you can, to North Africa or 
Gibraltar, to Sicily or Malta, to 
Haifa or Alexandria, to await there 
the outcome of events. 

““ Ships in the Black Sea—Sail to 
Russian ports. If you have not the 
fuel to do this, then proceed to 
neutral ports. When you meet forces 
of the United Nations identify your- 
selves by day by flying a large black 
or dark blue pennant from the main 
niast, and by showing large circular 
markings on your decks as identifica- 
tion for aircraft. 


NIGHT SIGNALS

use navigation lights and flash the 
letters G | 

‘Merchant seamen—If you just 
preserve your shi intact, and 
afterwards satisfy the authorities of 
the United Nations that you will 
loyally co-operate with them, there 
will be opportunities for further sea- 
going employment for you in Italian 
ships. 

‘Those of you who are in the 
Aigean or the Black Sea, who cannot 
make yood your escape from the 
Germans, who are now your enemies, 
do not let your ships fall into their 
hands. In the last resort scuttle

-ltaly's Collapse 

The - Rome-Berlin axis has 
snapped. Such is the net effect of 
yesterday’s dramatic announce- 
ment from Allied Headquarters. 
General LEisenhowér’s statement 
was couched in the baldest terms. 
The Italian Government, it said, 
has surrendered ‘its forces uncon- 
ditionally, It has been granted 4 
military armistice, the terms of 
which have been approved by the 
British, American and Russian 
Governments, and has bound itself 
to abide by the. Allies’ terms 
without reservation. That is all. 
Thus Italy passes from the war in 
which she has been engaged since 
the fall of France more than three 
years ago. The record of her 
campaigns has been a record 
of almost unrelieved tragedy. 
When Signor Mussolini declared 
war on Great Britain and France 
on the eve of the latter’s collapse, 
Italy’s military prospects seemed 
to be reasonably good; but it was 
significant. that, even when Ger- 
many occupied the whole of metro- 
politan France after the Anglo- 
American invasion of North 
Africa, the Italians were confined 
to a small stretch of territory in 
Haute Savoie. When they invaded 
Egypt the position of the British 
garrison seemed to be precarious ; 
but General Wavell threw Marshal 
Graziani back into Tripolitania, 
and it was not until the arrival 
of Marshal Rommel, with his 
formidable Afrikakorps, that the 
British were forced to retreat hot- 
foot across the Western Desert. 
The end of that campaign has 
passed into history. In East 
Africa the fate of Italy’s cause 
was equally tragic. She - lost 
Eritrea, Somaliland and eventually 
the whole of Abyssinia ; and when 
the Anglo-American Allies drove 
the Italians out of Tunisia, Italy’s 
entire Empire had vanished. Now 
a unique situation has been 
created. Italy has accepted the 
Allies’ terms of ‘‘ unconditional 
surrender,’’ throwing herself com- 
pletely on their mercy, while her 
powerful ally still is in the field. 
In other words, she has sued for 
a separate peace. In normal cir- 
cumstances, this condition of 
affairs would, be . sufficiently 
unusual; but the circumstances 
are anything but normal. For one 
thing, there still are strong 
German forces in Italy; for 
another,” Italian. divisions are 
acting as garrison troops through- 
out, the Balkans, particularly in 
Albania and Greece. What will 
happen. now to the Germans in 
Italy, with their large quantities 
of material of all kinds; and what 
will happen to the Italian unite 
in the Balkans? On the answers 
to these questions the whole future 
course of the war in Europe may 
depend. 

Italy’s surrender has placed 
Germany in an exceedingly 
awkward position; for the whole 
strategy of the Axis was based on 
the closest intimacy “between 
Berlin and Rome; and yesterday’s 
breach in the defences of Herr 
Hitler’s Festung Europa must 
have upset all the calculations of 
the German High Command. It 
is obvious from Genera] LEisen- 
hower’s statement that the Allies 
do not expect the Italians to 
remain wholly quiescent; for the 
Allied Commander-in-Chief an- 
nounces that ‘‘all Italians who 
now help to eject the German 
aggressor from Italian soil will 
have the assistance and support of 
the United Nations.” Further- 
more, Marshal Badoglio, in his 
pronunciamento to the Italian 
people, declares that, while the 
Italians will fight no longer 
against the British and Ameri- 
cans, ‘‘ they will oppose attacks 
from any other quarter.”’ 
implication is obvious. For some 
time past military experts have 
been discussing the probable atti- 
tude of the Germans in the event 
of an Italian collapse, There has 
been widespread agreement on the 
thesis that Herr Hitler’s generals 
could not afford to ignore such a 
development, and that, at least, 
they would decide to defend the 


Italy would become a battle- 
field, not, indeed, for the first 
time in history, over which 
foreign armies would be deployed 
against each other. It is too 
soon yet to speculate more closely 
on this possibility; but it 
cannot be left wholly out of 
account. The Allies have granted 
an armistice to Italy on purely 
military terms; political, financial 
and economic conditions will 
follow at a later stage. Admiral 
Cunningham, the British (Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Allied 
naval forces in the Mediterranean, 
has addressed a broadcast to all 
Italian ships, naval and mer- 
cantile, instructing them to avoid 
seizure by the Germans, and to 
make their way either to Allied 
or to neutral ports. It is clear 
that the Allies expect’ the Italians 
if not exactly to help them actively 
against the Germans, at least to 
facilitate them in every possible 
way; and it is equally clear that 
the Germans will not remain in- 
‘different to such an attitude on 
the part of their former allies. 
One cannot but feel sorry for the 
Italian people, who have under- 
gone such dire tribulations. During 
the last twenty years they have 
tasted the sweets of power, and 
now are experiencing the gall and 
wormwood of utter ruin. Their 
lot is all the harder, ititasmuch as 
they have no present assurance 
that their trials are at an end.

indeed: what criticism there is} 


must be, not of Senator Healy’s 
attitude, but of the whole election 
system.

they were all candidates for the 
Senate, and each had also the 
right of exercising one of the 364 
votes. A position of responsibility, 
for which every man knew ie him- 
self was the best choice in Ireland, 
was in the balance—with the not 
inconsiderable make-weight of a 
salary of £360 a year, What 
could anybody do but vote for 
himself? The single first pre- 
ference vote was no inconsiderable 
influence on an election in which 
the qnhota was just over eight. 
One voter-candidate was actually 
elected with only one first pre- 
ference vote; several were elected 
with two or three; and, altogether, 
twelve of the twenty-one voter- 
candidates gained seats in the 
House. The whole situation 
might be taken from a Gilbert and 
Sullivan opera; for even Pooh- 
Bah, with all his multifarious 
offices, at least had not also the 
right of appointing himself. It 
is no wonder that the so-called 
Upper House is regarded by the 
country as, at best, a music-hall 
joke, or, at worst, a machine for 
cynical exploitation of the 
nation’s finances. £20,000 a year 
is a lot to pay for a joke. There 
has been talk of bribery in the 
election. Nobody can say whether 
there was bribery—or, at least, 
we may be certain that nobody 
will say—but when eight first, 
preference votes are enough to 
guarantee election, a candidate 
could afford to pay quite hand- 
somely to make his seat secure, 
and still do well out of his salary. 
We wait with interest to see 
whether these allegations of shady 
work will be investigated, or 
whether Mr. de Valera will ignore 
them tactfully, rather than to 
draw attention to the miserable 
failure which has attended his 
reorganisation of the Senate. The 
people are entitled to look to their 
representatives to see that they 
are not swindled. Mr. de Valera’s 
reconstruction of the Senate on a 
“vocational ” basis has had the 
result of giving us a Senate elected | 
on party lines. The Dail, in which 
Mr. de Valera holds sway still, 
has the right to nominate candi- 
dates for the Senate, and twenty- 
two of the Dail’s candidates must 
be among the forty-three generally 
elected Senators; what is more, 
the Dail members are among the 
564 voters. As if this were not 
enough to ensure that the Senate 
will represent the correct political 
views, the Taoiseach has the right 
to choose eleven Senators. Since 
the Senate, as well as the Dail, 
thus reflects the . Tadiseach’s 
opinions, it is to him that the 
people must look for a lead. Only 
if he is prepared for an investiga- 
tion can an investigation take 
place. As a politician, he may 
approve of the Senate; as a man 
of intelligence and culture, he 
cannot be unaware of its short- 
comings. We wait to see how he 
will show up as an honest man 
and a democrat.

perhaps, natural that those who 
enjoy a proper salary should feel 
that it is not up to them to join. 
But they should remember that they 
are the lucky few who are blessed 
with Christian employers. 

The following cases from my own 
experience may serve to inform the 
general public of the un-Christjan 
conditions under which law clerks 
work :— : 

Clerk employed 40 years in same 
office, married, with three children. 
Salary: £3 per week. i 

Clerk employed 45 years in same 
ofhce,. married, dismissed (without 
pension), apparently on account of 
age. Salary: £2 10s. per week. 
Clerk employed 40 years in same 
office, unmarried, dismissed at 


£30. Salary: £2 per week. 

In each of the above cases the 
employers were big firms of solici- 
tors with a very large practice. —

interest of human decency alone I 
would ask you to publish this letter.
